TRAMPLED TO DEATH AFTER THE COLLAPSE ỌF 


BARRIERS IN THE CROWDED 
GROUND. SEVENTEEN OTHER 
SPECTATORS WERE INJURED 
AND 500 MORE TREATED FOR 


MINOR HURTS. 

Between 60,000 and 70,000 people had 
been jammed into the ground to see the 
Bolton-Stoke Cup-tie. Their number was 
swollen by hundreds of people who climbed 
over the railway embankment at the Man- 
chester-rd. corner at one end of the ground 
and forced forward spectators who had 
already taken up positions on the embank- 
ment inside the ground. 

The crush became worse. Part of a brick wall. 
-irmounted by a stone coping. collapsed, and as the 
human surge increased the steel barriers gave way under 
the terrific pressure. 

One steel barrier, two inches round. was knocked flat 
: though it were a straw. Another was torn out of the 
cr und as though uprooted by a giant hand.

All doctors were called, ambulances, N.F.S. tenders, even 
police “ Black Marias were pressed into service. 

Seventy policemen, aided by spectators and the linesmen, 
rushed to the seene and began the heartrending task of 
pulling people from the heaped pile. 

As this work proceeded it was discovered that most of 

victims had died almost immediately, being crushed in 

head and chest. 

Twenty-six minutes later, while the first-aid workers 
‘ore still frantically trying to cope with the mass of injured, 

referee, Mr. G. Dutton, of Warwick, decided to resume the 
dame. Q 

It was 2 bold decision, but it had a calming effect on the 
crowd, and probably assisted in relieving the tension near the 
scene of the accident. 

The staff at the Bolton Royal Infirmary, where the 
‘ured were taken, worked at full pressure. Many specta- 
„ including numerous cases of fainting, were treated on 
‘he ground. ; 

The Football Association is calling for a report, and 
its Council is expected to inquire into the disaster when 
it meets in London on Monday. 

In addition to the F.A. inquiry, it is likely that the 
Government will order an official investigation. The inquest 
on the victims will be opened next week. 


VICTIMS PILED FOUR DEEP 


Tonight the Bolton Hospital was besieged with telephone 
and personal calls from anxious relatives. Spectators, too, 
were inquiring for companions they had lost in the crowd. 

Mr. Christopher Stone, of Crompton-way, Bolton, told 
me: “ When the crowd began to move forward I felt us if my 


ribs were being crushed and I gradually lost consciousness. . 


When I recovered I found myself being carried over piles of 
people apparently about four deep.” 

Another spectator said: “When the crowd began to 
surge forward I was lifted off my feet and flung on the 
heads of those in front. I saw people on the ground and 
others sweeping over them. but nothing could be done to 
keep the crowd back. It was a horrible experience.” 

It is not expected that the death roll will rise any higher, 
as it was statel tonight that the three injurec people who 
were taken to Bolton Infirmary were not in a dangerous 
condition. 

Twenty-one others who were also taken to hospital 
suffering from cuts and bruises were allowed to go home 
during the evening.

FTER the Bolton-

Mr. Dutton, said that, 
after the barrier broke, a 
police officer asked him if 
he would get the players 
into the dressing - room 
until some order could be 
restored. 


The police officer told him 
that some persons were dead, 
but he did not tell the teams. 
He called the two captains and 
told them to get the players 
into the dressing-room. 

When order had been re- 
stored on the field, Mr. Dutton 
said, he gave the players in- 
structions to resume. 

F. Steele, the Stoke centre- 
forward, said: “ Mr. Dutton came 
into the dressing-room and told 
the players: ‘I have been asked 
by the Chief Constable of Bolton 
to request you to carry on with 
the game.’ That was the first 
intimation we had that anything 
serious had happened 


“When we were going on the 
field, Baker, the outside-left, 
and Pettit, inside-right, were 
stopped by a man who got hold 

of them and said: ‘It is a crime 
for you to carry on with the 
match in such circumstances.’ 
That was the first they knew 
that it was so serious.”

Si BEN SMITH, British Food Minister, is pressing 


ments to Germany and Japan and thus make an 
increased allotment possible for starvation-threatened 
Allied countries, it was learned from British officials 


here tonight. 

Sir Ben has been insisting 
on this point since he arrived 
in the American capital last 
Wednesday. He has put it not 
only to the Food Board but 
also to high officials of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture— 
who are at present under con- 
siderable domestic criticism 
for alleged “bungling” of 
world food estimates. l 

He is understood /to have regis- 
tered the British {Government's 
particular objection to the allot- 
ment for Japan propoted by 
General Douglas MacArthur, 
Supreme Allied Commander in 
Japan. 

This would make the average 
Japanese diet 500 calories more 
than that of the ii a ndan, 
of whom more than 5,000,000 are 
reported to be in immediate 
danger of starvation. 

Gen. MacArthur has put in a 
request to the Combined Food 
Board for 1,250,000 tons of cereal 
to feed the Japanese people in the 
first half of this year. 

Sir Ben Smith has advocated, 
however, that Italy’s recent re- 
quest for 1,000,000 tons of wheat 
be fulfilled. 

Meanwhile it was reported from 
Lisbon today that since May, 1945, 
more than 120,000,000 tins of sar- 
dines have been shipped to Britain 
and the Empire from Portugal 
and a further 40,000,000 tins will 
be shipped in the next few weeks, 
completing the Anglo-Portugu 
sardine contract signed last year.
